proceedings against a man without 
any more warrant for doing so than 
Mr, Justice Hyndman was able to find 
in the evidence. The acton gives the 
appearance of a determined effort to 
pass the buck somewhere. 

An outstanding feature of the case 
was the incisiveness with which the 
presiding Justice penetrated the mass 
of details submitted in the evidence 
and grasped the principles underlying 
the case. 

Needless to say The News is spec- 
jally gratifieq at the‘outcome of the 
case in view of the prominent position 
which Mr. Kenny has held on the staff 
of this paper for the past seven 
months, Tho people of Red Deer are 
Bratified that one of the citizens has 
‘not been as bad as he has been paint- 
ed.

THE KENNY CASE 


The outcome of the trial of the 
Kenny case, before the Supreme 
Court last week, has been a source of 
wifdespread satisfaction to the people 
of-Red Deer. Mr. Kenny has been one 
of the most discussed individuals in 
our midst, and needless to say, there 
have been several very ugly rumors 
circulated. As a rule people are 
prone to pass judgment on almost any- 
thing, even without any knowledge 
whatever of the facts of the case, 

It is difficult to estimate the type of 
mind which controls a firm with the 
pretentions of the Terminad Grain Co. 
and prompts it. to institute criminal 
proceedings against a man without 
any more warrant for doing so than 
Mr. Justice Hyndman was able to find 
in the evidence. The acton gives the 
appearance of a determined effort to 
pass the buck somewhere. 

An outstanding feature of the case 
was the incisiveness with which the 
presiding Justice penetrated the mass 
of details submitted in the evidence 
and grasped the principles underlying 
the case. 

Needless to say The News is spec- 
jally gratifieq at the’ outcome of the 
case in view of the prominent position 
which Mr. Kenny has held on the staff 
of this paper for the past seven 
months. The people of Red Deer are 
gratified that one of the citizens has 
uot been as bad as he has been paint- 
ed. Society is so constituted that the 
criminal act of one is bound to reflect 
to some degree on all. 

The case emphasizes the need ‘of 
some revisionin the administration of 
‘our criminal-law. In the great major- 
ity of cases the accused are not put to 
undue inconvenience, consistent with 
the proper discipline of wrong doers.

Red Deer was honored last week in 
having~as the presiding Justice at 
the® ‘Supreme Court -sittings,.° the 
Honorable Mr. Justice: Hyndman, who 
has’ recently been -appointed<to .the 
new Appellate Court. ~ The position 
that he held last spring as* chairman 
of the Government Commission ap- 
pointed.. to | inyestigate’ the . grain 
trade-gave him experience in that 
connection that was valuable in at 
least one casé that -was before the 
Court. Spectators. at the Court were 
very favorably impressed with the 
able manner in which the Justice con- 
ducted the affairs of the Court. 

W. E. Payne, the local barrister, is 
to be congratulated on the success 
which attended his, efforts at this 
Gourt. 
sel is successful in having two cases 
withdrawn from the jury and dismiss- 
ed at one brief sitting of a Supreme 
Court. Mr. Payne won both cases by: 
his cross examination. It is a demon- 
stration of the fact that ‘the good 
lawyers are not all found in the large 
cities. 

Canadians have‘reason to be proud 
of the Judicial system in vogue here, 
and the fact that the accused can al- 
most invariably depend on getting a 
fair trial. In the recent sittings at 
least two of the accused appeared be- 
fore the Court without counsel and 


were given every consideration by the} 


Court, ‘ 

Mr. P. H. Russell, Innisfail, was 
justly complimented by the Justice 
on the able manner in which he con- 
ducted the defence in the Rutledge 
case, on only a very few hours’ notice, 
having been assigned to the case by 
the Justice just the day before the 
hearing. It is the right of every man 
under the British Constitution to 
have fair trial. It is our pride and our 
glory that no matter how heinous the 
crime may be, this is invariably done. 

This was probably the first occasion 
in the annals of Red Deer Courts that 
the death sentence has been pronounc- 
ed, and it is to be hoped that it will be 
the last time that the malicious taking 
of human life may make it necessary 
to exact the extreme penalty, here or 
elsewhere in this fair land.

Stephen Rusnack elected to be tried 
“without a jury, and conducted his own 
defence. This young man was charged 
’ with entering a Chinese’ restaurant at 
Mirror, holding up the proprietor and 
--eook with a revolver while he rifled 
the till. He was alleged to have. had 
a: confederate with him, but only one 
of them was caught. 
witness called,, broke down in giving 
“his:evidence, owing to limited: English 
and: Charlie Chuck was sworn in as 
interpreter. The hold-up occurred after 
midnight on the night of August "B4-25. 
Yee Lee said the’accused and another 
man entered and while one of them 
held him up with a revolver, the other 
“avent around the counter and took bills 
from the till to the amount of $35. Yee 
‘Sam, his cook, had been called from 
the kitchen, but. driven back at. the 
point of-a gun. Mr. Sears, operating 
@ poolroom in Mirror, and Mr. Ikeman, 
of the ‘hotel there, gave evidence of the 
presence of Rusnack in Mirror on the 
‘day before the offence, which he cate- 
gorically ‘denied, although -he failed to 
produce any evidence of an alibi. His 
‘Lordship ‘questioned the accused at 
some length about his earnings and 
His answers’ appearing 
rather unsatisfactory, the case was 
adjourned for investigation of his re- 
cord, 


Mr. Quigg found that accused had 
served overseas and was a member of 
the G.W.V.A., he told the Judge in the 
morning. The Judge said that the 
holding up of an unarmed man with a 
‘revolver, especidlly if the man was 
disposed to show fight, might very 
easily lead to murder. He was sur- 
prised that a soldier who knew some- 
thing of the rights of others, would be 
guilty of such a noffence. He would 
sentence him to five years in the pen- 
itentlary at hard labor. 


Rex v Rutledge 


Joseph John Rutledge was charged 
with the murder of his wife, Ethel 
Rutledge, and four children—Ernest, 
Mary, Ivy and: Florence—at his farm 
6%-miles southeast of Innisfail, on 
June 15. The jury consisted of Messrs. 
Frank Michener, A. T. England, A. G. 
Bullock, A. “H. Heywood, Wm. Doig 
and C. A. Trimble. 


Mr. P. H. Russell, of Innisfail, was 
assigned by the Court to defend the 
case, and took it up at short notice. 

This case took up the whole of Wed- 
nesday and disclosed one of the most 
-gruesome and horrible’ stories ever 

- heard in an Alberta Court. Mr. Quigg, 
for the Crown, opened with a brief 
addresg to the jury, setting forth the 
main details of the case. It anpeared 
that the accused had made a pact with 
his wife, in which they mutually agreed 
to kill all their children and both com- 
mit suicide. Subject to His Lordship’s 
ruling, he submitted that the law in 
suicide agreements was that if one of 
the parties to the agfcement survived 
he was guilty of the murder of the 
other. In pursuance of this agreement 
the prisoner and his wife had set fire 
to their own house, the whole family 
being in it at the time. The wife had 
gone through with her part of the 
agreement, but the man’s compassion 
hed been aroused, he had rescued one 
of the children, and upon returning to 
the house had failed in pluck, and in 
turn escaped himself. 


Vera Mabel Shaw, the _prisoner’s 
sister-in-law, a girl of 19, said sho was 
living with the family. The household 
included the prisoner and his wife and 
six children, herself and _ her infant 
child, whom she had borne to Rutledge. 
She had had some. conversation with 
them on the night of the 14th, but it 
concerned the cattle only. Sho slept 
downstairs and had been awakened by 
her brother-in-law calling her about 
daylight. telling her to wrap the baby 
up in a blanket and not to go to sleep 
again. She had heard screaming by 
several voices and tried to open the 
stairs’ door. Mr. Rutledge had come 
down carrying Poppy. They were on 
fire and the prisoner had put the burn- 
ing clothes out with a pail of water 
and said the rest were all dead. He 
said he had helped Ethel to do it, and 
in reply to her shocked exclamations 
had said yes, his wife had, wanted it 
done. She spoke of the prisoner hav- 
jig occasional fits. 


Cross-examined by Mr Russell, as 
to whether the prisoner had ever acted 
queerly, she said he had never done so 
except during occasional sick ‘spells. 
He had threatened to shoot himself 
once. She subsequently. admitted re- 
Juctantly that this.was when the pris-

Robert * Kerr - testified . to’ ‘being 
awakened by Rutledge with the child 
Poppy about 4 a.m. by a rap on the 
door. |The prisoner had, said) “This. is 
all that’s left of the Rutledge fire.” The 
prisoner did not think the child was 
burnt, but he, witness, had removed its 
clothes and found it badly -buriit., Leav- 
ing the child with-his wife, he had gone 
over to the Rutledge ,place,. which he 
found burnt to the ground, with Vera 
Shaw standing with her baby, 30-.or 40 
yards from it. He had forthwith phon- 
ed for the police and gone for help, re- 
turning with Sergt. Broadribb, Inspec- 
tor Parker, Dr. Turner ahd Rev. Orton. 
He had worked with the prisoner on 
roudwork in July, 1920, and helped 
him when he had a fit. 

Sergt:-Broadribb, of ‘the A.P.P., 
stated thatat Kerr's house after being 
warned with: the usual formula, the 
prisoner had told him Mrs. Rutledge 
had set fire, to the building,. himself 
assisting. He had described the soak- 
ing of the bed with coal oil. and gaso- 
line. Inspector Parker had taken down 
in his- presence a: detailed . statement, 
which had.-been. signed by prisoner, 
Kerr and himself. .This statement was 
produced and read in court... Subse- 
quently ,he had spent about four hours 
searching, the premises, finding remains 
of firearms (also produced) and bodies. 
A note had been found onthe prisoner, 
in the pocket of his ’ overalls, which 
was also produced. The wording .of 
this note was: “Wewere happy once, 
before you ruined our lives. We: will 
be happy now. ‘May God forgive‘ you. 
We do. J. J. and Ethie.” ; 

The confessions: stated that the Rut- 
ledges’ feared the children would he 
taken away. and that they had decided 
to do away with them rather than have 
them taken. They had been’ discuss- 
ing. drowning but feared they would be 
interrupted. They didn’t have ‘shells 
enough to. shoot them, so they decided 
on burning. the house and ‘the- wife 
told him to get a stick so that he could 
club any of -the children who gave 
trouble. They soaked the bed in gas- 
oline and coal.ofl, and the wife touch- 
ed the match..One child, Poppy, fell 
out of bed. Moved by compassion he 
took her outside. He then returned 
to carry*out the agreement, but his 
courage failed. He had clubbed at 
least two of the children. 

Remains of three firearms were pro- 
duced ‘and-a discussion ensued between 
witness and prisoner’s counsel as_ to 
whether one of them, a double-barrell- 
ed shotgun, was at half-cock. or full 
cock. Witness claimed that the ~ fire 
had prevented~ the point from being 
settled. Mr. Russell established .. by 
this witness: that the shell in the shot 
gun, while presumably discharged, 
could not haye been discharged by the 
impact of the hammer, 


Mr. Parker, an inspector of the Neg- 
lected Children ‘Department, Edmon- 
ton, gave evidence of visiting the house 
in consequencé ‘of complaints he had 
received of the moral atmosphere be- 
ing unsuitable for children. He had 
not threatened to remove the children 
but had suggested to Miss Shaw that 
if she let the Department take her 
child it would make it easier for her 
to make a fresh start where she was 
not known. 


The next witness, Dr. Geo. Wagner, 
of Innisfail,,~who gave evidence of 
having the ‘prisoner under observation 
before the preliminary, was, cross- 
examined at some length by prisoner’s 
counsel. He asked him a series of tech- 
nical questions as to the diagnosis of in- 
sanity. There were many forms of 
insanity without any visible lesion of 
the brain. Paretic Dementia might be 
one of these, as also Melancholia and 
Inertia, Yes, excessive venery might 
cause these. Poor memory was not 
an invariable symptom of insanity. 
There were certain manias known as 
Periodic or Circular. A blow on the 
head might cause insanity. He thought 
it remotely possible but not probable 
that insanity might be caused by a 
blow on the solar plexus. Counsel 
asked His Lordship for a fiat for X- 
ray pictures of prisoner's head: This 
was arranged for, and court adjourned 
at 12:30. 


On the resumption of proceedings at 
2 o'clock, the first witness called was 
Dr. B. R. Mooney, resident physician 
at Fort Saskatchewan jail. He. testi- 
fied that during the six weeks that the 
prisoner had been under his charge he 
had been apparently normal.” It was 
true that he did not seem to worry 
very much-in view of the gravity of 
the charges against him, and seemed 
to accept his position philosophically. 
In reply to His Lordship he said he had 
not noticed any fits. 


Constable English, A.P.P., Red Deer, 
gave evidence of the prisoner's condi- 
tion during the last day or two. Dr. 
MacKenzie had been called and had. 
prescribed for him. He had had a de- 
cided nervous breakdown, but did not 
seéin to be abnormal otherwise. 


The X-ray plates being now avail- 
able, were produced and Dr. Wiz. 
recalled. to comment on then. They 
showed no _ lesion of any kind, and 
prisoner's counsel recalled what the 
doctor had previously said about a 
visible brain-lesion being no necessary 
symptom of insanity.

This closed the evidence for the de- 
fence, and Mr. Quigg rose to address 
the jury. .He said the case appeared 
to be a very simple one. The burden 
of the defence had been an attempt to 
plead insanity. Commenting on this, 
he said no evidence of previous insan- 
ity had been adducéd. Fits were not 
an evidence of irresponsibility. He 
desired to draw special, attention to 
the note which had been préduced, the 
prisoner’s intention having been, ap- 
parently, to leave it for his sister-in- 
law.

His Lordship went ‘on to ‘review: the 
matter: of how far Insanity may be 
held to.excuso a criminal act. ~He 
emphasized that even clear proof of 
insanity .was not proof: of ‘innocence. 
In order for a defence to succeed’on 
this ground, it must be proved ‘that the 
‘mind. of the accused is so far’ unbal- 
anced that he does. not know: what he 
is doing, or doés: not appreciate ‘that. it 
is ‘a. legally —-wrong action. Short of 
this even lunatics are held Fespenemie 
for their action. 


His Lordship complimented. Mr. 
Quigg on the extremely fair and able 
way in which he had presented the 
evidence. He also: desired to thank 
Mr. P. H. Russell for the clever and 
able defence he had presented at very 
short notice. Mr. Russell had taken 
the case only. the’ previous day at his 
Lordship's request with very little 
hope of:any remuneration, and His 
Lordship thought he deserved credit 
for his conduct of it. 

The jury returned in about half an 
hour, and, through their foreman, Mr. 
wvank Michener, announced a verdict 
of Guilty. 


The judge asked the prisoner if he 
had anything to say, whereupon Rut- 
ledge arose and addressed the court. 
Had he known, he said, that the ap- 
pointment Tuesday of Mr. P. H, Rus- 
sell as his lawyer tied him to keep his 
mouth shut he would not have con- 
sented to it, thougn he thanked’ Mr. 
Russell for his courtesy. There: was 
always. a motive behind such a case 
as this, and if the jury had known of 
ihe real facts which occurred in that 
room ‘that night they might have 
brought in a different verdict. He 
thanked God his little woman and her 
children were where they were that 
afternoon: it was the closest he had 
ever got to murder, 


The Judge said that, in common 
with nearly everyone else, he felt 
sorry for the prisoner; but there was 
no need of lecturing or moralizing at 
this stage. The jury had no option, as 
he saw it, than to-return a verdict of 
guilty in the face of the most harrow- 
ing details to which they had listened. 
Fle «13 not to judge the case exactly: 
whe law had to be vindicated and must 
uke its course. Fre had no option, but 
to pass scin‘ance of death. In such 
sentences, tiie evi:'once was- most care- 
fully considered at Ottawa before the 
execution took place, and the author- 
ities there would investigate whether 
there were any circumstances tending 
to show that the sentence should not 
be carried out. He was not holding 
out hope, hotvever. The sentence of 
the court was that the prisoner bo 
taken to Fort. Saskatchewan Jail and 
kept in custody there until January 
11, 1922, when he was to bo taken to 
the place of execution between’ the 
hours.of, 6:a,m, and.10.a.m., and there 
be hanged bythe ‘neck unttl he was 
dead.
